At a meeting in RUMYANTSEV 1 s offi.ce, the latter 
told the informant that he considers the magazine eWorld 
Marxist Review") in the U* S* most important and that every 
effort should be made to increase its circulation there to 
even a wider range of readers . It should be available at 
libraries, universities, and to serious students throughout 
the United States* He said that,, unfttttimately, the circulation 
is limited, but that he understood the handicaps involved, such 
as State Department regulations, mailing of material to readers,, 
and the general Situation in the CP, USA, which, at the moment,, 
is not of assistance to the circulation o£ the (t World Marxist 
Review. 11 

RUMYANTSEV said that he saw, however, a change for 
the Party in the. U. S., since the. visit of KHRUSHCHEV* A good 
example was the recent TV interview of GUS HALL and the radio 
broadcasting of the convention proceedings of the American 
Party. 

He said i.t was true that there was not an overwhelming 
acceptance of .these programs, but that, nevertheless, it was a 
happy event, and most important that at this time the leader of 
the American Party could be televised to twenty million viewers . 

RUMTANTSEV alsb^pressed pleasure at the fact that in 
recent weeks a "Hollywood 10 writer" (reference is probably to 
DALT0N TRUMB0) , who was ostracized and persecuted in the days 
of Mc Carthy, was reported in the press as having written an 
important script to be made into a movie picture. 

In a subsequent meeting at RUMYANTSEV 1 s office on the

He said that if by some chance It was planned to print the article 
in "Political Affairs" in the March issue of that magazine, it 
would perhaps be wise* to delay such printing until the April 
issue, which would coincide with the date* of the printing in 
the "World Marxist Review." 

NY 694-S* told RUffifANTSEV that he could give him no 
guarantees with respect to when the article would be printed 
in "Political Affairs" and said that he would, however, notify 
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the CP, USA as soon as possible with respect to RUMYANTSEV 1 s 
request.

Solo is the code name for the operation involving our top 
informants, CG 5824-S and NY 694-S, as the liaison representatives 
between the Communist Party (CP), USA, and top level leaders of the 
CPs of the Soviet Union and other Iron Curtain countries. 

NY 694-S went abroad on 2/3/60 in connection with Solo 
mission number four and returned to the United States on 3/10/60. 
While abroad, he contacted important functionaries of the Czecho- 
slovakia^ Chinese and Soviet CPs from whom he obtained information 
of considerable import, particularly concerning matters of current 
international interest. 

Despite being away from his wife and children for this 
extended period of time, informant, immediately upon return to 
New York, was interviewed at length regarding this mission and all 
important information developed has been obtained. This information 
has been analyzed by the Bureau and disseminated with the Directors 
approval on a selective basis to high-ranking officials of our 
Government. *

New York by airtels 3/13,15/60 advised of ^informant's conver- 
sations with Nikolai Mostovets, Eead } North and South American Sections 
Central Committee Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) t'n Moscow, 
February, 1960. Mostovets stated that the CPSU will give serious 
consideration to providing financial assistance to the Communist Party of 
Puerto Rico (CPPR) upon receipt of a proposal outlining the exact akounts 
needed. He added that the Communist Party of Cuba has agreed to organise 
a "Friends Committee" to assist the CPPR and this group would be, able to 
furnish any immediate financial assistance needed by the CPPR. 

Mostovets also stated that the CPSU desires that t%e Communist 
Party, USA, send young Negro and Puerto Rican students to Moscow prior to 
September, 1960, to attend the Friendship of the Peoples' University in 
Moscow for a course to last about five .years. The travel expenses of the 
students will be paid by the CPSU. A recent issue of the "Moscow News"

ON MARCH 11, 1960 ■ , . 


On Friday, March. 11, 3,960, there was a meeting In New 
York City between MORRIS CHILDS, Secretary of the Foreign Affairs 
and Peace Commission of the Communist Party - USA (CPUSA); GUS 
HALL, Executive Secretary of the CPUSA; and EUGENE DENNIS, Chairman 
of the CPUSA. This meeting: was held in Room #900 of the Sheraton- 
Atlantic Hotel in New York City* The room had been rented by JACK 
CHILDS, using tho name of JACK BROOKS, The meeting started shortly 
after noon and lasted until about 6:00 IJ.H. EUGENE DENNIS felt 
that sincb this hotel room was located on a floor where a toy con- 
vention was in progress, it offered good security. However, he 
stilly insisted that the major portion of the meeting be conducted 
in writing and that tho notes be immediately destroyed bo cause of 
tho subject matter under discussion,; 

Agenda 

This meeting was held primarily to acquaint GUS KALL 
with the relationship of the CPUSA with other Communist Parties , 
particularly in jrogard to, the receipt of funds. Most of the brief- 
ing in regard to funds was done by CHILDS, who was following the. 
.instructions of DENNIS in regard to the amounts mentioned. 

The agenda for the meeting was as follows:

I. REPORT ON THE GENERAL STATUS OF 
"FINANCES OF THE CPUSA 


Remarks of MORRIS CHILDS 

- - r 

CHILDS indicated in writing that the prospects are that 
the CPUSA will got $200,000 in* 1960. He also indicated that this 
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prospect is based oh promises made in 1958* Ho explained that, the 
original renueat for financial assistance for the CPUSA was pre- 
sented to the Contra! Committee of tho Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, (CPSU) in 1958* Ho wrote that ha had been informed 
that an international commission x>f all socialist countries who 
make contributions to a fund to assist other Communist Parties had 
to vote on the request* CHILDS indicated that the first money 
received did not arrive until late 1958 or early 1959* 

Continuing, CHILDS indicated that if $200,000 is received 
in I960* it will be earmarked aa follows: 

$75,000 for "Tho Worker " 
$50,000 f6r general Party work 
$40,000 for trade union concentration 
$25,000 for Negro work 
$10,000 for miscellaneous items, which 
includes travel expenses., . 

CHILDS also stated, that for the first time, the CPUSA has 
in its possession some of the money received from the socialist 
countries for ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG and International Publishers. 
Further i that the CPSU has stated that if tho CPUSA wants to use 
some of this money for tho Party, it is all right to da so. 

Again per instructions of DENNIS, CHILDS told HALL that, 
in round numbers, tho CPUSA has $75,000 on, hand, and this includes 
the funds in *ho possession of ISAD0RE W0FSY. There was also a 
"reserve" of $75,000, but some of this money is hot in this country 
at the present time but will be' received later. Again on instruc- 
tions of DENNIS, CHILDS told HALL that of the sums received J££6m 
tho Soviet Union, at least 25% has to be put away as a "reserve" 
until the Party can build up its "roserve". CHILDS also told HALL 
that up to the present time, DENNIS had given the orders and/or 
permission for any expenditures of funds tefeoived from the Soviet. 
Union. 

During this discussion* it was agreed that henceforth, 
any expenditures of sums received from tho Soviet Union will have 
to be authorized by HALL, DENNIS, and CHILDS. However, if it is 
not possible during some emergency for all throe to meet, then any 
ono of the three may, without prior consultation with the other 
two, authorize an expenditure of up to $1,000. Subsequently, the 
other two would be notified and the amour* would bo takon* from tlie 
sums received from the Soviet Union. 
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CHILDS also indicated, that it may take .as many as ten 
trips a year to bring the money from the Soviot Union into the 
United States. Soma of the money comes in from Canada.. Further-* 
more, tbo Central Committee of tho CPSU will only deal with certain 
persona in regard to financial matters. In Canada, TIM BUCK is 
the only person who can receive the money directly from tho Soviets. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

EUGENE DENNIS supplemented the written statements of 
CHILDS. DENNIS s&Ld that the CPUSA is in worse shape financially 
at tho present time than it was in the late 1940' s and oarly 
1950 f s. DEN1IIS indicated in writing* that thero were times up to 
1956 when, the CPUSA had as much as $350,000 in reserve and, in addi- 
tion, had businesses and an income from tho funds handled by 
ISADORE WOFSY... 

DENNIS said that from $100/000' to, $150,000 was dissipated 
by the' Right wing, certain leaders in the Oiew- York District, and 
then by the ultra-Loft* Ha said it Is now necessary to build a 
reserve that will not" be dissipated. 

Then DENNIS said that ho has talked with ISADORE WOFSY 
since the first of the yoir; and YfOFSY said that his annual income 
from his sources is now under $20,000, while the fund being 
handled by W0FSY is .being used up at the rate of $4,000 to $5,000 
per week. 

Remarks of GUS BALL 

GUS HALL said he understands the situation in regard to 
the receipt o£ funds from the Soviet Union. He stated ho knows 
the difficulties involved and thai; it is necessary to be careful „ 

Then HALL stated that it will be necessary to create a 
different atmosphere in the National Office of the CPUSA in regard 
to the handling of funds. He explained that there is presently an 
atmosphere in tho National Office that money will be made available 
by WOFSY for the asking. HALL cited the following individuals as 
being primarily responsible for creating this atmosphere: JAMES 
JACKSON, WILLIAH L. PATTERSON, PHIL BART, IRVING POTASH ^ and 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

HALL reiterated that it is necessary to create a different 
atmosphere concerning funds. Ho cited an example to illustrate 
his point. He stated that recently he issued orders thai; those 
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receiving their cmlary tfrbtf iha National Of flee would receive enly 
half pay. Shortly thereafter, tho How Tort District case in with 
a big duos payment to tho National Office, BOTH KOSERTS stated 
imaddiatoljr that with this nonoy, it would how bo possible to pay 
dvprypno his ifull salary* ; 

Auditing Comittoo 

B&LL said that ihord has to be a dif foront system for 
the control of funds. Ho said that there really has boon -no aridity 
and that the Auditing Committed will have to got to work* 

It was then agreed that in. tho hoar future, an Auditing 
Comiittoo, consisting of HORRIS CHILDS, JACK. KLING f and possibly 
IRVING HERl&l?, or, as an altornata for HER1IAN, HELEN WHITER, will 
look over tho national budget and will try to ftork but ways and 
moano of raising aonpy. ^

mitt go, CHILDS suggested that since TRACHTENBERG is an bid man, 
that TRACHTENBERG bo treated, gently ctrid bo given: some assignment 
to compensate for tho loss of exclusive control of tho affairs oJT 
International Publishers. 

Conclusion of tho Discussion on 
CPUSA, guilds and Businesses . i n . 

This phaso of this mooting was concluded by DENNIS tolling 
HALL that he now knows as much as pENNIS and CHILDS about tho 
financial situation in thb CPUSA. DENNIS said that ho had boon 
anxious for HALL to have this information. It was agreed that tho

DENNIS said ho thought that it watf not proper for HALL 
to inafeq tho statement that hb vast opposed to tho Fbroiga Affairs * 
and Poaco Cramioaibn without; first discussing tho comlcaipn and 
ita functions with bin.

CHILDS then diocuDced ho* tho Foreign Affairs and Poaco 
Cociniiosion operated in tho past ♦ Ho said that as Socrotary of this 
cpmiosion, ho had made reports to tho Rational Executive Committee 
"hrid at other xaootingo* Ho said that through tho ot£ orte of this 
admission, tho CPiJSA has established contacts witb tho major 
Conmunist Partios throughout tho wrld*. * Hp aloo stated that if 
ESir DAVIS oaid that this commission was thb. personal aria of <2S1^K 
DENNIS, thon li was an orrpr da the part of EALL hot to doay this 
allegation and to point put that as a result of the efforts of this 
cbsnission, tho CRD|Sa has earned tho jroqpect: of tho Cozmrunist 
Parties of tho Soviet Union, China, Czechoslovakia, and, intact, 
of .Cqssauniot Parties, tho ^orld qyoiv 

BALL thon otatod ho fblt that tho things CHIIDS tam- 
ing about ~- that is, tho relationship of tho CPUSA *ith othor 
Coianuniat Partioa ~~ should riot bo dicouscod in a lp^go eppaission 
such as tho International Affairs and Poaco Conoission ban boon. 
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Thqrdforo, ho propbcpd that tho largo International Affairs and 
Poaco Corrosion bo abolished. Howovor, there ohquld bo, a email, 
cccrot corxiiabion which will doal with thd relationship of the 
CPU8A with other Partioo, contacts bdtwoon thP CPOGA with other 
Portion, otc. While thic would bo a cocrpt comicaion inoido tho

DENNIS and C3ILDS agreed with thic proposal of HALL. It 
was ngrocd that this pdcrot comaibsidii will bo known as tho Ititor- 
national Affairs Co2ais3ioa.

ClARENCE hateaway 

CHILDS rsavod tt ^iab-sholl* 1 for tho last item on tho, 
agenda. CHILDS stated ho had loarnod, without, nanirig his source, 
that whon, tho Central Ccscaittoo: of tho CPSU xeceivod thd nnraob of 
member** oioctod to tho National Coraaittpo of tho CPUS*, thd follow- 
ing cement was jiado: The archives of tho Central Committee of tho 
CPSU rofloct that CIAIIEKCB HATEAWAY was a spy for tho FBI in 1920; 
that ho was coon in contact with an FBI Agorit in 1941 in Pitts- 
burgh, and th&t in 1947 ho was in contact with and spoaKitig to an 
FBI Agpnt in Ban Francisco. 

This statement by CHIU)S all but icnocliod out both DJ3NNIS 
and HALL. DENNIS, said ho had not slept tho jiight bof orp« Now ho 
knows that hp will not sloop for tho root of the wdok. Eo also 
stated that ho would not bo able to rako tho main rpport at tho 
nooting of thd national Cobnittoo in Chicago. HALL oaid hp thought 
ho night nako anothor trip to California, 

HALL said that a nee tins of tho Secretariat and invited 
guests is nchodulod to bo hold on Monday, Harck 14, 1960, and that 
CLAUDE UGHTFOOT has already boon asked to coao in to New York City 
for tho nesting. Thd main itoa on tho agenda was to have boon, tho 
composition of tho National Executive Comitteo and, of courso, 


CLARENCE HATHAWAY Was being? considered for the National Executive 
Committee;' HALL said that it may be necessary to change the 
invitations to this meeting of the Secretariat or to postpone a 
discussion of the selections for the National Executive. Committee. 

HAlL then stated that in a recent conversation with 
ELIZABETH GBRLBY FLYHN,- she said that recently the wife, of ARNOLD 
JOHNSON said to. her: You have named CLARENCE HATHAWAY as the loader 
of the New; York District. Do you know that he was, once, accused 
of being an agent of the 3?BI? ?LYNN said that she told Urs. 
JOHNSON &bt*'-to- say thib to anyone else or .-£he would accuse .her of 
spreading rumors about HATHAWAY. 

HALL said that after his conversation with 3FLYNN, he 
attended an anniversary partjr for CLARENCE HATHAWAY. At this 
party, HATHAWAY took a drink* supposedly for the first" time in 
sixteen years. HALL said that in, the presence of HATHAWAY *s wife, 
VERA, he told CLARENCE that thQ other day someone had said that 
HATAHWAY is an agent of the FBI. HALL said he *ow recalls that 
neither CLARENCE nor VERA; HATHAWAY reacted in any manner to this 
statement* Thai is, that neither became indignant nor laughed it 
off as a joke* ^ 

In, writing, DENNIS said* tfe are in a hell of a fix. We 
have to use a cleaver, but, we cannot use it now. Should wb chop 
of £ his head now, and lose tho Now York District? It looks like 
the Loft has not given up on the New York District. HALL agreed; 
with the last statement by DENNIS. HALL said that despite the 
fact, that DAVIS was persuaded not s to,- fight to be ro-olected Chair- 
man of tlie New York District, the other day DAVIS walked into the 
National Office and aimouncbd that he ic now the. Chairmen of the 
Harlem Section, "of the New Yopk District. HALL asked, Can you 
imagine;, DAVIS going down to a Section to be elected ^ Chairman? 

DENNIS then stated that he how recalled that in about' 
1939 or 1940, LEON JOSEPHSON was assigned to conduct an investiga~ 
tion of CLARENCE HATHAWAY. At that time, the charges ^gainst 
HATHAWAY were drunkenness, carousing with women , and a story that 
in 1919-1920 HATHAWAY was a private detective.. That is, in 1919- 
1920, HATHAWAY bad worked for a detective agency and during this 
period most detective agencies did strike breaking investigations. 
DENNIS said that during this investigation, someone had talked to 
HATHAWAY f s first wife, and she verified that HATHAWAY had .worked 
for a detective agency and she gave the name of tho agency. An 
effort was made to verify the information with the detective agency 
but by this time it had gone out of existence * However , the 


LaFollott Civil Liberties Committed had compiled a list Qt detect 
tivo agoncios which had done strike-breaking work and tho namo of 
tho dotoctivo agoncy for which IIATEAWAY allegedly Worked appeared 
oa this Wat, By infiltrating tho LaFollott Civil Libortios Com-, 
nit too, tho Coamnriist Party had boon ablo to cempllo a list of tho 
nnmbs of 3,500 pooplo who woro ouppocod to bo "spies", private 
detectives, otriko broakors, etc. Hbwbvor, HATHAWAY 1 a namo .did 
not appear on this liot and nothing ovor resulted f rom tho invooti- 
Cation conductod by LEON J03EPHS0N in 1939-1940. 

DENNIS then stated that in 1943* HATHAWAY absconded with 
some monoy and ran off to Arizona with some- woman* It was at that 
time that HATHAWAY wao oxpo'llod froza tho Communist Party. DENNIS 
said that tho> Party loudorohip was of tho, opinion at that time that 
thoro was soiao thing wrong with HATHAVJAY and that perhaps there 
should havo boon a follow-through on tho old cliargoo against bin. 

GUS HALL asked, Tflhy dooa tho CPStf raisd this problem 
now? Thoy havo givon ua 'a. "hot potato" arid wo cannot ignore it* 
Ho thon asked, Didn't; wo publicise HATHAWAY r o nano whon ho was 
takon back into the, Comnnini'dt Party a fdw years ago? DENNIS oaid 
that thoro had boon no publicity when HATHAWAY <s membership wad 
roinstatod* Thus, whon ho was nifcmbd to tho National Cozimittod of 
tho CPUSA, tho CPSU must havo chocked ltd rocorda on him. 

HALL and DENNIS agreed that thoy will havo to try to 
koop HATHAWAY from gaining mombdrohip on tho National Executive 
Cozamittdo* HALL said that ho will havo, to talk to HATHAWAY* Ho 
may toll HATHAWAY' that some forty pooplo havo complained that 
HATHAWAY may bo a spy for thd j?BI. If only a couplo of pooplo 
had mado thio allegation, thon it might bo ignored* But aouo 
forty pooplo cannot bo ignored* Both HALL and DENNIS agrcod that 
while thoy will havo to put a atop to HATHAWAY f s climb to thd 
leadership of tho Party, thoy will havo to lay thd ground work 
for a chango-ovor in tho leadership of tho Now York District* 
Moanwhilo, an effort will bo mode to xtoatrain .HATHAWAY* 

At about this point in tho discussion, DENNIS exclaimed, 
"I am fcick f \ 

CHILDS stated ho romogborcd that IRVING HERMAN had 
quostionod tho selection of CLARENCE HATHAWAY as a tooabor x>£ tho 
National Commlttoo and as Chairman of the Now York District in 
view of tho circumatancoo surrounding the expulsion of HATHAWAY 
from the Party* CHILDS said ho had mentioned HERUAN'o coanadnts 
to PHIL BART, HALL stated, I know 1 this, BART told mo* It was

HALL thou recalled that when ho was on the West coast 
recontly, ho talked yfith BURT NELSON at a mooting of National Com- 
mittee mombors from tho West coast, NELSON had statod that ho 
had previously crossed over the border and bad soon Till BUCK, who 
was on a cross-country tour of Canada, NELSON said that BUCK had 
asked about the election of HATHAWAY to tho National Commit too*

In Moscow j in February, 19&VNZ talked 
with T* TIMOFIEV '{/TOMY DENNIS, son. of the CFUSA National 
Chairman, EUGENE DENNIS )\ TIMOFIEy, according' to the informant, 
works closely with the^CehtraLl Gpmmittee of the CPSU, and 
includes among his. friends the sons of *top Soviet and Chinese 
leaders,, withvfaoin he ait tended a university. Currently he is a 
member of a pommifctee refeiigd to as "The World Institute oi 
Human Affairs", which is a department of the Central Committee 
of' the CPSU> 

According to TIMOFIEy^ today in the- Chinese CP there 
is a problem with respect to'~MAO> such as existed in t'he CPStf 
during the three i-year^ period before STALES death. It is a 
"cxzlt of persohality 11 problem*, The Chinese CP's concealment of 
this situation, however, is ^'perfect". 

Also, according to, TIMOFIEV, the Chinese^ consider 
themselves! ctiltured and , cor»recti;witli respect to manners 
ahd T protocol i KHRUSHCHEW, in Chinese eyes.,, is not a diplomat. 
He is .crude and boistero'us. MAO, who .considers himself a sage/

NY 694-S returned to the United States on 3-10-60 following the 
fourth Solo mission to Prague, Czechoslovakia, and the Soviet Union. My 
memorandum 3-11-60 set forth the highlights of information received by the 
u informant during this mission. The Director noted that dissemination of 
I this information should be expedited on receipt of details. 

By airtels 3-13-60, New York advised of the following information 
from NY 694-S. Soviet officials .stated that the Communist Party of the 
\ Soviet Union (CPSU) desires to re-establish normail relations with Yugo- 
I slavia so that that country might' be "neutralized as a buffer" and a dis- 
cussion has been held by the Soviets and the Yugoslavians regarding this i 
matter. The Chinese communists are opposing the re-establishment of this 
relationship because they feel the Yugoslavs are "revisionists." The j 
opposition of the Chinese communists was verified by Chao Yi Min> member of— 
the Central Committee of the CP of China with whom informant talked in 
Prague. Chao accused Tito and his agents of engaging in anticommunist tac- 
tics in the Near East. He alleged that Tito .could not establish a relation- 
ship with Iraq similar- to that in Egypt and had plotted with Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, President of the -United Arab Republic, to assassinate Abdel gl-Kassenji 
Premier of Iraq, The plot was never fulfilled and was exposed by Soviet 
Agents in Iraq. 

( The informant was told in Moscow that another disagreement in the 

I CPSU revolves around Nehru of India. The Chinese consider Nehru to be a 
I* confused .nationalist and a weakling who is tending toward U. 3.. imperialism.
